And wiiepeas the acquisition by the Central Government of the said 
tea units is necessary to enable it to invest such large sums of money 
and to protect the largo investments already made and also the interests 
of the workmen employed there n by proper reorganisation and manage¬ 
ment ot the said tea units and thereby to augment the production and 
manufacture of different varieties of tea which are essential to the needs 
of the economy of the ccjuntry; 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows; 

CHAPTER I 

I'RELIMINAHY 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Tea Companies (Acquisition and 
Transfer of Sick Tea Units) Act, 1985. 

(2) I); shall be deemed to have come into force on the 8th day of April, 
1985. 

2- In this Act, tmless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “appointed day” means the dale of commencement of this 

Act: 

(b) “Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Payments 
appointed under section 13; 

(c) “notification” means a notification published in the Official 
Gazette; 

(d) “prescribed” moans prescribed by rules made under this 

Act; 

(e) ‘-'sick lea unit” means a tea unit, cpecified in column (2) of 
the First Schedule, the management of which had, before the 
appointed day, been taken over by the Central Government under 
the Tea Act, 1953; 

(/) “specified date”, in relation to any provision of this Act, 
means such date as the Central Government may, by notification, 
specify for the purposes of that provision and different dates may be 
specified for different provisions of this Act; 

(p) “tea companies” moans the companies (being companies as 
defined in the Companies /.ct. 1956) specified in column (3) of the 
First Schenule; 

(h) "Tea Trading Corporation” means the Tea Trading Corpo¬ 
ration of India Limited, a company incorporated and registered 
under tlie Companies Act, 1956; 

(i) words and expressions used heroin and not defined but 
defined in the Tea Act, 1953, shall have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them in that Act; 

(j) vi'ords and expressions used herein and not defined either 
in this Act or in the Tea Act, 1953, but defined in the Companies 
Act, 1956 shall have the meanings re.spectivcly assigned to them in 
the Companie.s Act, igfifi.

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CHAPTER IT 

Acquisition and transi'^fd of the sicb tea units of the tea companies 

3. (1) On the iippointed day, every sick tea unit-and the right, title 
and interest of every tea company in relation to its sick tea units or, 
as the case may be, sick tea unit shall, by virtue of this Act, stand trans¬ 
ferred to, and vest in, the Central Government. 

(2) Every sick tea unit which stands vested in the Central Govern¬ 
ment by virtue of sub-section (1) shall, immediately after it has so 
vested, stand transferred to, and vested in, the Tea Trading Corporation. 

4. (I) Every sick tea unit shall be deemed to include all assets, rights, 
lease-holds, powers, authorities and privileges and all property, movable 
and immovable, including lands, buildings, workshops, stores, instru¬ 
ments, machinery and equipment, cash balances, cash on hand, reserve 
funds, investment:', book debts and all »ther rights and interests in, or 
arising out of, such property as were, i nrnediately before the appointed 
day, in the ownership, possession, powei- or control of the tea company 
concerned, whether within or outside India, and all books of account, 
registers and all other documents of whatever nature relating therto 
and shall also be deemed to include the liabilities specified in sub¬ 
section {1) of section 24. 

(2) All'propenies as aforesaid which have vested in the Tea Trading 
Corporation under sub-section (2) of section 3 shall, by force of such 
vesting, be freed and discharged from any trust, obligation, mortgage, 
charge, lien and all other incumbvance.s affecting them and any attach¬ 
ment, injunction, decree or order of any comt, tribunal or other authority 
restricting the use of such properties in any manner or appointing any 
receiver in respect of the whole or any part of such propc.'rties shall be 
deemed to have been withdrawn. 

(3) Every mortgagee of any property which has vested under this 
Act in the Tea Trading Corporation and every person holding any charge, 
lien or other interest in, or in relation to, any such property shall give, 
within such time and in such manner as may be prescribed, an intima¬ 
tion to the Commissioner of such mortgage, charge, lien or other interest. 

(4) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the mort¬ 
gagee of any property referred to in sub-section (3) or any other person 
holding any charge, lien or other interest in or in relation to, any such 
property shall be entitled to claim, in accordance with his rights and 
Interestii, payment of the mortgage money or other dues, in whole or in 
part, out of the amounts directed to be given under sections fi and 7 to 
the tea company concerned but no such mortgage, charge, lien or other 
interest shall be enforceable against any property which has vested in 
the Tea Trading Corporation. 

(5) Any licence or other instrument granted to a tea company in 
relation to its sick tea unit which has vested in the Tea Trading Corpo¬ 
ration under sub-.section (2) of section 3 at any time before the appointed 
day and in force immediately before that day shall continue to be in 
force c;n and after such day in accordance with its tenor in relation to 
and fo the purposes of such sick tea unit, and that Corporation shall be 
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deemed to be subutituted in ,such licence oi' other in,strument an if such 
ficence or other instrument had been granted to such Corporation and 
such Corporation shall hold It for the remainder of the period for which 
the tea company would have held it iinder tlie trsns lliereol. 

(6) if, on the appointed day, any .suit, appeal or ntlier proceeding n1 
whatever nature, in relation to any matter specilied in sub-section (1) 
of section 24, in respect of the sick tea unit of any tea company which 
has vested in the Tea Trading Corporation under sub-section (-) of 
section 3, instituted or preferred by or against that company, is pending, 
the same shall not abate, be discontinued or be, in any way, prejudicially 
affected by reason of the transfer of the sick ten unit of such tea com¬ 
pany or of anything contained in this Act, but the suit, appeal or other 
proceeding may be continued, prosecuted or c'nforoed liy 'ir agaiTisI the 
Tea Trading Corporation. 

5. Subject to other previsions of this Act, every liability, other than 
the’liability specified in sub-section (J) of section 24, of a tea company 
in respect of any period prior to the appointed day, shall be the liability 
of that company and shall be enforceable against it apd not against the 
Te.a Trading Corporation. 


CHA.PTER ITT 
Payment of amounts 

6. Every tea company shall be given; by the Central Government; tor 
the transfer to and vesting In that Government under suh-sectlon (1) 
of section 3 of the sick tea unit cr, as the case may he, each sick tea unit 
of that company and tlie right, title and interest of that company in 
relation jo such sick tea unit, in ca.Hh amt In the manner .specified in 
Chapter VI, such amount as is speciflctl against tlie name of that sick 
tea unit in column (4) of the First Schedule. 

7. (1) Every tea company shall be given, by the Central Government, 
per annum, for the deprivation of the management of Its sick tea unit, 
an amount as i.s .specified again.st the name of that sick tea unit in column 
(5) of the First Schedule, for the period commencing on the date on 
which llie management of such sick tea unit was taken over In pursuance 
of the order made hy the Central Government tmder the provisions of 
the Tea Act, 19.5.3 and cndln.s: on the appointed day 

(2 ) Every amount specified in columns (4) and (5) of the First ScheduHe 
sh ill carry simple fnlerest at the rate of four per cent, per annum for 
tie.' period commencing on the appointed day and ending on the date 
07' which the payment of .■-•ueh amount is made by the Central Govern- 
mi'Tit to the Commissioner. 

(3) The amounts delcrmhied in relation to any tea company in 
accordance with the provi.sions of sub-section (2) shall be given by the 
Central Government to the te.-i company in addition to the amount.s 
specified, in cnlumns (4) and f.5) of the Firs*. Schedule .igainst tliat 
company. 
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CHAPTER IV 

MANAr.invrKN"r, i;tc., op tuf, sick tea units of the tea companies 

8 . The Tea Trading Coi’iioi ati. ,n or anjr person which 1,hat Corpora¬ 
tion may, by order in writing, specify, shall be entitled to exercise the 
powers of general superintendence, direction, control and management 
of the affairs and business of a sick tea unit, the right, title and interest 
of the tea company in relation to which have vested in the Corporation 
under sub-scction (U) of section 3, and do ail, such things as the tea 
company of the sick tea unit is authorised to exercise and do- 

9. (I) On the vesting of the management of the sick tea units of 
the tea companies in the Tea Trading Corporation, the persons in charge 
of the maiiagement of such sick tea units immediately before such 
vesting shall be hound to deliver to the Tea Trading Corporation all 
assets, books of account, registers and all other documents in their 
custody relating to such sick tea linits. 

(2) The Central Government may issue such directions as it may 
deem desirable in the circumstances of the case to the Tea Trading 
Corporation and the said Corporation may also, if it is considered 
necessary so to do, apply to the Central Government at any time for 
instructions as to the manner in which the management of the sick tea 
units of the tea companies shall be conducted or in relation to any other 
matter arising in the course of such management. 

10. (I) Any person who has, on the appointed day, in his possession 
or under Ws control any assets, books, documents or other papers 
relating to any sick tea unit owned by a tea company which has vested 
in the Tea Trading Corporation under this Act shall be Liable to 
account tor the said assets, books, documents and other papers to the 
Ten Trading Coi'poration and shall deliver them up to that Corporation 
or to such person or persons as that Corporation may specify in this 
behalf. 

(2) The Tea Trading Corporation may take or cause to bo taken all 
necessary steps for securing possession of the sick tea units of the tea 
companies which have vested in that Corporation under this Act. 

(3) Every tea company shall, within such period as the Tea Trading 
Corporation may allow in this behalf, furnish to that Corporation a com¬ 
plete inventory of all property and assets, as on the appointed day per¬ 
taining to its sick tea unit, which have vested in that Coi'poration under 
sub-section (2) of section 3, and for this purpose, the Corporation shall 
afford to such comixmy all reasonable facilities. 

CHAPTER V 

Provisions rei.ating tc rMPi>OYEE.s or the tea companies 

11. (1) Every person who has been, immediately before the appoint¬ 
ed day, employed in any sick tea unit of any of the tea companies shall 
become, on and from the ?.|jpointecl day, an employee of the Tea Trading 
Corporation and shall hohl office or service under that Corporation, with 
the same rights and privileges as to pension, gratuity and other matters 
as would have been admissible to him if there had been no such vesting 
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and shall continue to do so unless and until his employment under that 
Corporation is duly terminated or until his remuneration and other con¬ 
ditions of service are duiy altered by that Corporation. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, or in any oiher law for the time being in force, the transfer of 14 of 1947, 
the services of any officer or other person employed in any sick tea unit 
of any tea company, to the Tea Trading Corporation, shall not entitle 
such officer or other emnioyeo to any compensation under this Act or 
any other law for the time being in force and n-o such claim shall be 
entertained by any court, tribunal or other authority. 

12. (I) Where a tea company has established a provident fund, super¬ 
annuation fund, welfare fund or otlier funds for the benefit of persons 
employed in a sick tea unit owned by It, the monies relatable to its em¬ 
ployees whose services h.ave become transferred by or under this Act 
to the Tea Trading Corporation sh.all, out of the monies standing, 
on the appointed day, to the credit of such provident fund, superannua¬ 
tion fund, welfare fund or other funds, stand transferred to, and vest 
in, the Tea Trading Corporation. 

(2) The monies which stand transferred under sub-section (1) to the 
Tea Trading Corporation, shall be dealt with by that Corporation in 
such manner as may-be prescribed. 

CHAPTER VI 

COMMT-SSIONER OF PAYMENTS 

13. (I) The Central Government shall, for the purpose of disbursing 
the amounts payable under sections 6 and 7 to the lea companies, by 
notification, appoint a Commissioner of Payments, 

(2 The Central Government may appoint such other persons as It 
may think fit to assist tiie Commissioner and thereupon the Commis¬ 
sioner may authorise one or more of such persons also to exercise all or 
any of the powers exercisable by him under this Act and different 
persons may be authorised to exercise different powers. 

(2) Any person iiutliorised by the Commissioner to exercise any of 
the powers exercisable i>y the Comraisaio'ner may exercise those powers 
in the same manner and with the same effect as if they have been con-, 
ferred on that person directly by this Act and not by way of authori¬ 
sation- 

(4) The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner and other per¬ 
sons appointed under this section shall be defrayed out of the Consoli¬ 
dated fund of India. 

14. (1) The Central Government shall, within thirty days from the 
specified d.ate, pay in cash to the Commlsi 5 loner, for payment to every 
tea company,— 

(ft) an amount equal to the amounts or amount specified against 

the name of that company in column (4) of the Fifst Schedule; and 

(b) a further amount equal to the amounts or amount specified 

against the name of that company in column *(5) of the First Sche¬ 
dule. 
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(il) A deposit account shall be opened by the Central Government in 
favour of the Commissioner in the Public Account of India, and every 
amount paid under this Act to the Commissioner shall be depo¬ 
sited by him to the credit of the said deposit account and the said depo¬ 
sit account .shall be operated by the Commissioner. 

(3) Separate records shall be maintained by the Commissioner in 
respect of each of the tea companies in relation to which payment has 
been made to him under this Act. 

(4) Interest accruing on the amount id relation to a tea company 
standing to the credit of the deposit account referred to in sub-section 
(2) ahall enure to the benefit of such tea company. 

15. (I) The Tea Trading Corporation shall be entitled to receive, up 
to the specified date, to the exclusion of all other persons, any money due 
to any tea company in relation to its sick tea unit which has vested in 
the Corporation under sub-section (2) of section 3, and realised after 
the appointed day, notwithstanding that the realisation pertains to a 
period prior to the appointed day. 

(2) The Tea Trading Corporation may make a claim to the Commis¬ 
sioner with regard to every payment made by that Corporation, after 
the appointed day, for discharging any liability of a tea company, not 
being any liability specified in sub-section (1) of section 24, in relation 
to any sick tea unit owned by it in respect of any period prior to the 
appointed day; and every such claim shall have priority, in accordance 
with the priorities attaching under this Act to the matter in relation to 
which such liability has been discharged by the Tea Trading Corporation. 

(3) Save as otherwise provided in this Act, the liabilities of a tea 
company in relation to any sick tea unit owned by it in respect of 
any transaction prior to the appointed day, which have not been dis¬ 
charged on or before the specified date, shall be the liabilities of that 
company. 

16. Every person having a claim against a tea company with regard 
to any of the matters specified in the Second Schedule, pertaining to 
any sick tea unit owned by it, shall prefer sucii claim before the Com¬ 
missioner within thirty days from the specified date: 

Provided that if the Comm's.sioner is satisfied that the claimant was 
prevented by sufficient cause from preferring tlie claim within the said 
period of thirty days, he may entertain the claim within a further period 
of thirty days, but not thereafter. 

17. The claims made under section 16 shall have priorities in accord¬ 
ance with the following principles, namely: — 

(a) Category I shall have precedence over all other categories 
and Category II shall have precedence over Category III, and so on; 

(b) the claims specified in each of the categories shall rank 
equally and bo paid in full, but if the amount paid to the Commis¬ 
sioner under this Act is insufficient to meet such claims in full, they 
shall abate m equal ptopui lions and be p.airl accordingly; and 
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(r) the querTlon of discViarfring any liability with regard to a 
matter specified in a lower category shall arise only If a surplus is 
left after meeting all the liabilities specified in the immediately 
higher category. 

18. (J) On receipt of the claims made under section 16, the Commis¬ 
sioner sliall arrange the claims in the order of priorities speciRed in the 
Second Schedule and examine the .same in accordance with such order. 

(2) If on an examination of the claims against a tea company, the 
Commissioner is of the opinion that the amount paid to him under this 
Act for payment to such company is not sufficient to meet the liabilities 
specified in any lower category, lie shall not he required to examine 
any claim in respect of such lower category. 

19. (1) After examining the cl .'ms against a tea company, with refer¬ 
ence to the priorities set out in i, a Second Schedule, the Commissioner 
shall fix a date on or before which every claimant against the tea com¬ 
pany shall file the proof of his claim. 

(2) Not less than fourteen days’ notice of the date so fixed shall be 
given by advertisement in one issue of any daily newspaper In the Eng¬ 
lish language having circulation in the major parts of the country and 
one issue of any daily newspaper in such regional' language as the Com¬ 
missioner may consider suitable, and every such notice shall call upon 
the claimant to file the proof of his claim with the Commissioner within 
the period specified in the advertisement, 

(3) Every claimant who fails to file the proof of h's claim within the 
period specified by the Commissioner shall be excluded from the dis¬ 
bursements made by the Commissioner. 

(4) The Commissioner shall, after such investigation as may, in hi.s 
opinion, i)t' nece.ssary and after giving the lea company concerned an 
oppettunity of refutiug the claim and after giving the claimant a reason¬ 
able opportunity of liejng lie-ird, by order in wril'iig, firlmh or reject the 
claim in whole or in part. 

(5) The Commissioner shall h.ave the power to regulate his own pro¬ 
cedure in all matters arising out of the discharge of his functions, includ¬ 
ing the place or places at which he may hold his sittings and shall, for 
the [lurpose of making any investigation under this Act, have the same 
powers as are vested in a Civil Court under the Code of Civil Procedure, 

1908, while trying a suit in respect of the following matters, namely;— 6 of 1908. 

(a) the summoning and enforcirig the attendance of any witness 

and examining him on oath; 

(b) the discovery and production of any documeui or othei 

material object producible as evidence; 

(c) the reception of evidence on affidavit; 

fd) the issuing of any commission for tlie examination of 

witnesses. 
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(6) Any Investigation before the Commissioner shall be deemed to be 
a judicial proceeding within the meaning of sections 193 and 228 of the 
Indian Penal Code, and the Commissioner shall be deemed to be a Civil 
Court for the purposes of section 195 and Chapter XXVI of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1973. 

(7) A claimant who is dissatisfied with the decision of the Commis¬ 
sioner may prefer an appeal against such decision to the High Court 
within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the registered office of the 
tea company concerned is situated and every such appeal shall be heard 
and disposed of by not less than two Judges of that High Court. 

20. After admitting a claim against a tea company under this Act, 
the amount due in respect of such claim shall be paid by the Commis¬ 
sioner to the person or persons to whom such amount is due and on such 
payment, the liability of such tea company in respect of such claim 
shall stand discharged. 

21. (I) If out of the monies paid to him in relation to a tea company, 
there is a balance left after meeting the liabilities as specified in the 
Second Schedule, the Commissioner shall disburse such balance to such 
tea company. 

(2) Where the possession of any machinery, equipment or other pro¬ 
perty possessed by a tea company has vested in the Tea Trading 
Corporation under this Act but such machinery, equipment or other 
property does hot belong to such tea company, it shall be lawful for that 
Corporation to continue to possess such machinery or equipment or other 
property on the same terms and conditions under which they were pos¬ 
sessed by such tea company immediately before the appointed day. 

22. Any money paid to the Commissioner which remains undisbursed 
or unclaimed on the date immediately preceding the date on which the 
office of the Commissioner is finally wound up, shall be transferred by 
the Commissioner, before his office is finally wound up, to the genera? 
revenue account of the Central Government, but a claim to any money 
so transferred may be preferred to the Central Government by the per¬ 
son entitled to such payment and shall be dealt with as if such transfer 
had not been made, and the order, if any, for payment of the claim being 
treated as an order for the refund of revenue. 

CHAPTER VII 
Miscellaneous 

23. The provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding 
anything inconsistent therewith contained in any other law for the time 
being in force or in any instrument having effect by virtue of any law, 
other than this Act, or in any decree or order of any court, tribunal ar 
other authority. 

24. (1) Where any liability of a tea company arising out of any item 
specified In (Category I of the Second Schedule Is not discharged fully 
by the Commissioner out of the amounts paid to him under this Act, 
the Commissioner shall Intimate In writing to the Central Government 
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the extent of the liability which remains undischarged and that liability 
shall be assumed by the Central Government, 

(2) The Central Government may, by order, direct the Tea Trading ■ 
Corporation to lake over the liability assumed by the Central Govern¬ 
ment under sub-section (1), and on receipt of such direction, it shall be 
the duty of that Corporation to discharge such liability. 

25. Not-withstanding the vesting under this Act of a sick tea unit 
of any tea company in the Tea Trading Corporation— 

(a) any person who has been managing the affairs of such sick 
tea unit before the date on which that emit had so vested shall, until 
alternative arrangements have been made by the Tea Trading Cor¬ 
poration for the management of such unit, continue to manage the 
affairs of the unit, as if such person had been authorised by the Tea 
Trading Corporation, to manage such unit; 

(h) such person shall, until alternative arrangemenis have been 
made by the Tea Trading Corporation, continue to be authorised to 
operate, in relation to the sick tea unit of such tea company, any 
account of such unit in any bank as if he had been authorised by 
the Tea Tradmg Corporation to operate such account. 

20 . Every contract entered into by any tea company in relation to 
any Sick tea unit owned by it which has vested in the Tea Trading Cor¬ 
poration under sub-section (2) of section 3, for any service, sale or supply 
and in force immediately before the appointed day, shall, on and from 
the expiry of a period of one hundred and eighty days from the appointed 
day, cease to have effect unless such contract is, before the expiry of that 
period, ratified in writing by the Tea Trading Corporation, and in ratify¬ 
ing such contract, the Tea Trading Corporation may make such altera¬ 
tions or modifications therein as it may think fit: 

Provided that the Tea Trading Corporation shall not omit to ratify 
a contract and shall not malte any alteration or modification in a 
contract— 

(a) unless it is satisfied that such contract is unduly onerous 
or has been entered into in bad faith or is detrimental to the inter¬ 
ests of the Tea Trading Corporation; and 

(b) except after giving the parties to the contract a reasonable 
opportunity of being heard and except after recording in writing 
its reasons for refusal to ratify the contract or for making any 
alteration or modification therein. 

27. Any person who,— 

(a) having in his possession, custody or control any property 
forming part of a sick tea unit owned by any tea company wrong¬ 
fully withholds such property from the Tea Trading Corporation; 
or 


(b) wrongfully obtains possession of, or retains any property 
forming part of, a sick tea unit owned by any tea coinjwiy; or 
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(c) wilfully withholds or fails to furnish to the Tea Trading 
Corporation or any person or body of persons specified by that 
Corporation, any document or inventory relating to a sick tea unit 
owned by any tea company, which may be in his iiossession, custody 
or control; or 

(d) fails to deliver to the Tea Trading Corporation or any 
person or body of persons specified by that Corporation, any assets, 
books of account, registers or other documents in his possession, 
custody or control relating to a sick tea unit owned by any tea com¬ 
pany; or 

(e) wrongfully removes or destroys any property forming part 
of a sick tea unit owned by any tea company or prefers any claim 
under this Act which he knows or has reason to believe to be false 
or grossly inaccurate, 

shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to two years and also with fine which may extend to ten thousand 
rupees. 

28. (1) Where an offence punishable under this Act has been com¬ 
mitted by a company, every person who, at the time the offence was 
committed, was in charge of, and was responsible to, the company for 
the conduct of the business of the company, as well as the company, 
shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to h» 
proceeded against and punished accordingly: 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall render 
any such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence 
was committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due 
diligence to prevent the commission of such offence. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), where 
any offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is 
proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or 
connivance of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of, any 
director, manager, secretary or other officer of the company, such 
director, manager, secretary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty 
of that offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished 
accordingly. 

Explonation .—^For the purposes of this section—

30. No proceeding for the winding up of a tea company, the right, 
title and Interest in relation to a sick tea unit owned by which have 
vested in the Tea Trading Corporation under this Act or for the 
appointment of a receiver in respect of the business of the sick tea unit 
shall lie or be proceeded with in any court except with the consent of 
the Central Government. 

31. (1) The Central Government may, by notification, direct that all 
or any of the powers exercisable by it under this Act, other than the 
powers conferred by this section and sections 32 and 33, may also be 
exercised by such person or persons as may be specified In the notification.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Ten Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Sick Tea Units) 
Ordinance, 1985 was promulgated by the President on the 8th April, 
1985, to acquire four sick tea units. The management of the four sick 
units, pamely, Pashok, Looksan, Vah-Tukvar and Potong was taken: 
over by the Central Covernment under the provisions of the Tea Act, 
195.S after continued mismanagement and neglect of the said tea units 
by the tea companies concerned, coupled with reckless investments 
made and incumbrances created by those companies, had led to a state 
of deterioration which threatened the very continuance of the said tea 
units as also of the employment of about 3000 workers- The Central 
Government had invested considerable effort and money to nurse the 
tea units back to health with a view to safeguarding the interests of 
the workmen employed tlxerein, and exploiting the full potejnitial of the 
tea units for augmenting the production and manufacture of different 
varieties of tea which are essential to the needs of the economy of the 
country. Further investment of large sums of money was also consi¬ 
dered necessary for re-organising and rehabilitating these gardens for 
attaining the objective fully. It was necessary for the Central Gov¬ 
ernment to have an effective control over the affairs of the gardens to 
euaole it to make further investments: of such large sums of money and 
to protect the large investments already made. Since the period of 
take-over of management xvas expiring on the 10th April, 1985 in respect 
of Pashok, Looksan and Vah-Tukvar tea units and on the 19th June, 1985 
in respect of Potong tea unit, it was decided to acquire these tea units 
without any further loss of time. In view of the urgency of the matter, 
and as the Council of States was not in Session at that time, the above- 
mentioned Ordinance was promulgated- 

2. The Bill seeks to replace the said Ordinance.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 6 of the Bill provides that every tea company shall be given 
by the Central Government, for the transfer to and vesting in that Gov¬ 
ernment of tlje sick tea unit or, as the case may be, each sick tea unit 
of that company and the right, title and interest of that company in 
relation to such sick tea unit, an amount in cash. The amount so pay¬ 
able will be approximately Ra 165'.35 lakhs. The said amount will be 
placed at the disposal of a Commissioner of Payments, to be appointed 
under clause 13 of the Bill, for payment to the said tea companies. 

2. Sub-clause (1) of clause 7 of the Bill provides for the payment of 
an amount to every tea company, for the deprivation of the management 
of its sick tea unit, for the period commencing on the date on which the 
management of such sick tea unit was take|n over by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment under the Tea Act, 1&53 and e|nding on the appointed day. The 
amount .so payable for a period of 0^ years in lespect of 3 gardens and 

years in respect of the remaining garden will be approximately Rs. 2.1 
lakhs. 

3. Sub-clause (2) of clause 7 of the Bill provides that the amount 
payable to the tea companies in terms of clause 6 and sub-clause (1) of 
clause 7 of the Bill shall carry simple interest at the rate of four per cent, 
per annum for the period commencing on the appointed day and ending 
on the date on which the payment of such amount is made by the Cen¬ 
tral Government to the Commissioner of Payments. This amount will 
be approximately Rs. 7 lakhs. 

4. Clause 13 of the Bill provides for the appointment of a Commis¬ 
sioner of Payments and sucli other persons as the Central Government 
may think fit to assist the Commissioner of Payments. Under sub-clause 
(4) of clause 13, the salaries and allowances of the Commissioner of Pay¬ 
ments and other persons appoimted imder that clause shall be defrayed 
out of the Consolidated Fund of India. The expenditure to be incurred 
on this account may not exceed Rs. 1 lakh per annum. 

5. Clause 24 of the Bill provides for assumption of certain RabiHties 
by the Central Government. The total extent of liabilities covered by 
that clause is much less than the total amoujpt payable to the Commis¬ 
sioner as indicated in paragraphs 1 and 2 of this Memorandum. No addi¬ 
tional financial liability is, therefore, likely to devolve on the Central 
Government under this clause. 

6 . It is also estimated that funds to the tune of Rs. 1.10 crores will be 
required, inclusive of bank loans and Government equity contribution, 
for investments to make the gardens viable and to meet cash deficits 
during the gestation perioci. The gardens are expected to achieve break¬ 
even by around 1991-92 and are likely to be in a position to pay back 
investments and losses during gestatioin period by 1995-96. , 

7. The Bill, if enacted, is not likely to involve any other recurring or 
non-racurrlng expenditure. 
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MEMORANDtTM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 32 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to mtike 
rules to carry out the provisions of the Bill. The matters in respect of 
which rulea may be made, inter alio^ relate to the time within which, 
and the manner in which, intimation regarding any mortgage, charge, 
lien or other interest in, or in relation to, the properties which have 
vested in the Tea Trading Corporation under clause 3 of the Bill, shall be 
given to the Commissioner of Payments and the manner in which the 
monies in any provident fujud, superannuation, welfare or other fund 
maintained by the tea company shall be dealt with by the Tea Trading 
Corporation., 

2. The matters in respect of which rules may be made are mattera 
of procedure and administrative detail. The delegation of legislative 
power is thus of a normal character.

crores, eighty-two lakhs, and forty thousand rupees towards defraying 
the several charges which will come in course of payment during the 
financial year 1985-86 in respect of the services spedfled In column 2 of 
the Schedule. 

3. The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated for the 
services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said 
year.
